New  York!  Freight  receipts  light,  Adl  cars  are  not  expected  to  be  unloaded  due  to 
differences  between  buyers  and  dealers  relative  to  distribution  and 
proper  charges  for  the  various  classes  of  poultry  in  line  with  OPA  ceiling  prices. 
Market  firm.  Truck  and  express  receipts  were  light  with  fairly  liberal  carryovers. 
Trading  active  for  fowl  but  rather  slow  for  fryers  and  roasters  with  bulk  of  supply 
unsold  at  the  close.  Market  firm  on  fowl,  unsettled  for  fryers  and  roasters. 
Miscellaneous  items  were  In  limited  supply  and  sold  fairly  well  at  ceiling  prices. 
There  were  15  loads  which  included  4 fowl,  1 fryer  and  8 roasters  plus  3 loads  due 
6 CARS  ON  TRACK  UP  TO  12  NOON,  PLUS  2 DUE  LATER,
